River at or near Alton, Illinois, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United] 
States of America in Congress assembled, That it shall be lawful for the 
Central Missouri Eailway Company, a corporation duly and legally in- 
corporated under and by virtue of the laws of the ^tate of Missouri, 
its assigns or successors, to construct and maintain a bridge, and ap- 
proaches thereto, over the Mississippi River at or near Alton, in the 
State of Illinois.' Said bridge shall be constructed to provide for the 
passage of railway trains, and, at the option of the persons by whom 
it may be built, may be used for the passage of wagons and vehicles of 
all kinds, for the transit of animals, and for foot-passengers, for such 
reasonable rates of toll as may be approved from time to time by tlifc 
Secretary of War, 

Se£j. 2. That any bridge built under this act and subject to its limit- 
ations shall be a lawful structure, and shall be recognized and known 
as a post-route, upon which also no higher charge shall be made for the 
transmission over the same of the mails, the troops, and the munitions 
of war of the United States, or passengers or freight passing over said 
bridge, than the rate per mile paid for the transportation over the rail- 
road or public highways leading to the said bridge; and it shall enjoy 
the rights and privileges of other post-roads in the United States. 

Sec. 3. That if said bridge shall be made with unbroken and continu- 
ous spans, the spans thereof shall not be less than three hundred feet 
in length in the clear, and the main span shall be over the main chan- 
nel of ^the river. The lowest part of the superstructure of said bridge 
shall be at least fifty feet above high water mark, as understood at the 
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-point of location, and the bridge shall be at right angles to and its 
piers parallel with the current of the river: Provided, That if the safne 
shall be constructed as a draw-bridge, the draw or pivot pier shall be 
at or near that shore nearest the channel of the river where, in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War, the passage through the draw at that 
point can be consistently maintained; if not so constructed, then the 
draw-pier to be in the main channel, and the opening or passage-way 
to be so protected that water-craft can be worked through it by lines 
when not safe to pass otherwise; and the spans shall not be less than 
two hundred feet in length in the clear, with two side spans of three 
hundred feet each, and the piers of said bridge shall be parallel with 
and the bridge itself at right angles to the current of the river, and the 
spans shall not be less than ten feet above high- water mark, as under- 
stood at the point of location, to the lowest part of the superstructure 
of said bridge: Provided also, That said draw shall be opened promptly 
upon reasonable signal for the passing of boats ; and said company or 
corporation shall maintain, at its own expense, from sunset till sun- 
rise, such lights or other signals on said bridge as the Light House 
Board shall prescribe. No bridge shall be erected or maintained under 
the authority of this act which shall at any time substantially or mate- 
rially obstruct the free navigation of said river; and if any bridge 
-erected under such authority shall, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War, obstruct such navigation, he is hereby authorized to cause such 
change or alteration of said bridge to be made as will effectually obvi-

phone line through the Indian Territory, beginning at a point on the 
eastern Hue of said Territory at or near the city of Fort Smith, in the 
State of Arkansas ; thence running, by the most feasibleand practicable 
route, in a northwesterly direction, through the Indian Territory, to 
such point on the northern boundary-line of said Territory between the 
Arkansas River in Cowley County and the Caney River in Chautauqua 
County Kansas as said corporation may select; also a branch line of 
railway to be constructed from the mostsuitable point on said main line 
for making a connection with a line of railroad of the Southern Kansas 
Railway Company terminating at or near CorTeyville, in the said State 
of Kansas, and at or near the southern boundary-line thereof, and run-

skillful and efficient workers, the promotion of their general intelligence, 
the elevation of their character, the regulation of their wages and their 
hours and conditions of labor, the protection of their individual rights 
in the prosecution of their trade or trades, the raising of funds for the 
benefit of sick, disabled, or unemployed members, or the families of de- 
ceased members, or for such other object or objects for which working 
people may lawfully combine, having in view their mutual protection 
or benefit. 

Sec. 2. That National Trade Unions shall, upon filing their articles 
of incorporation in the office of the recorder of the District of Columbia, 
become a corporation under the technical name by which said National 
Trade Union desires to be known to the trade ; and shall have the right

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Fresno, Tulare, and Kern is hereby detached from the United States 
judicial district of California, and made a separate judicial district, 
called the southern district of California. 

Seo. 2. That the regular terms of the circuit and district courts of 
the United States, respectively, shall be held at Los Angeles, in said 
southern district of California, beginning: on the second Monday in Au- 
gust and the second Monday iu January in each year. 

Sec. 3. That the district of California shall hereafter consist of all of 
the counties of said state not named in this act, and shall hereafter be 
called the northern district of California ; and the circuit and district 
courts shall be held therein at San Francisco as follows : Beginning on 
the first Monday in February, the second Monday in July, and the fourth 
Monday in November in each year. 

Sec. 4. That all suits and other proceedings of every kind and nature 
now pending in the circuit or district court of the United States for the 
district of California shall be tried and disposed of in the circuit and 
district courts, respectively, for said northern district of California, as 
the same would have been if this act had not been passed, and for that

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That in all cases where any 
tribe or band of Indians has been, or shall hereafter be, located upon 
any reservation created for their use, either by treaty stipulation or by 
virtue of an act of Congress or executive order setting apart the same 
for their use, the President of the United States be, and he hereby is, 
authorized, whenever in his opinion any reservation or any part thereof 
of such Indians is advantageous for agricultural and grazing purposes, 
to cause said reservation, or any part thereof, to be surveyed, or resur- 
veyed if necessary, and to allot the lands in said reservation in sever- 
alty to any Indian located thereon in quantities as follows : 

To each head of a family, one-quarter of a section ; 

To each single person over eighteen years of age, one-eighth of a sec- 
tion ; 

To each orphan child under eighteen years of age, one-eighth of a sec- 
tion 5 and 

To each other single person under eighteen years now living, or who 
may be born prior to the date of the order of the President directing an 
allotment of the lands embraced in any reservation, one-sixteenth of a 
section : Provided, That in case there is not sufficient land in any of said 
reservations to allot lands to each individual of the classes above named 
in quantities as above provided, the lands embraced in such reservation 
or reservations shall be allotted to each individual of each of said classes 
prorata in accordance with the provisions of this act: And provided 
further ; That where the treaty or act of Congress setting apart such 
reservation provides for the allotment of lands in severalty in quantities 
in excess of those. herein provided, the President, in making allotments

That every package containing opium, either iu whole or in 
part, imported into the United States by any subject of the Emperor 
of China, shall be deemed forfeited to the United States; and proceed- 
ings for the declaration and consequences of such forfeiture may be 
instituted iu the courts of the United States as in other cases of the 
violation of the laws relating to other illegal importations. 

Sec. 3. That no citizen of the United States shall import opium into 
any of the open ports of China, nor transport the same from one open

CHAP. 254.— An act to authorize the Fort Worth and Denver City Railway Com- Feb. 24, 1887. 

pany to construct and operate a railway through the Indian Territory, and for other — — 

purposes. 



Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Fort Worth and Denver 
City Railway Company, a corporation created under and by virtue of 
the laws of the State of Texas, be, and the same is hereby, invested and 
empowered with the right of locating, constructing, owning, equipping, 
operating, using, and maintaining a railway and telegraph and telephone 
line through the Indian Territory, beginning at a point to be selected 
by said railway company on south boundary of said Territory between 
the west line of Wichita county, Texas and the one hundredth meridian, 
and running thence by the most practicable route through the Indian 
Territory to a point on the southern boundary of Kansas, west of the. 
west line of Comanche county, Kansas, with the right .to construct, use, 
and maintain such tracks, turnouts, branches, sidings, and extensions as 
said company may deem it to their interest to construct along and upon 
the right of way and depot grounds herein provided for. 

Sec. 2. That said corporation is authorized to fake and use for all pur- 
poses of a railway, and for no other purpose, a right of way one hundred 
feet in width through said Indian Territory, and to take and use a strip 
of land two hundred feet in width, with a length of three thousand feet, 
in addition to right of way, for stations, for every ten miles of road, with 
the right to use such additional ground where there are heavy cuts or 
fills as may be necessary for the construction and maintenance of the 
road-bed, not exceeding one hundred feet in width on each side of said 
right of way, or as much thereof as may be included in said cut or fill: 
Provided, That no more than said addition of land shall be taken for any 
one station : Provided further, That no. part of the lands herein author- 
ized to be taken shall be leased or sold by the company, and they shall 
not be used except in such manner and for such purposes only as shall 
be necessary for the construction and convenient operation of said rail- 
road,,teiegrapb, and telephone lines; and when any portion thereof shall 
cease to be so used, such portion shall revert to the nation or tribe of 
Indians from which the same shall have been taken. 

Sec. 3. That before said railway shall be constructed through any 
lands held by individual occupants according to the laws, customs, and 
usages of any of the Indian nations or tribes through which it may be 
constructed, full compensation shall be made to such occupants for all 
property to be taken or damage done by reason of the construction of 
safeh railway. In case of failure to make amicable settlement with any 
occupant, such compensation shall be determined by the appraisement 
of three disinterested referees, to be appointed one (who shall act as 
chairman) by the President, one by the chief of the nation to which said 
occupant belongs, and one by said railroad company, who, before enter- 
ing upon the duties of their appointment, shall take and subscribe, be- 
fore a district judge, clerk of a district court, or United- States commis- 
sioner, an oath that they will faithfully and impartially discharge the 
duties of their appointment, which oath, duly certified, shall be returned 
with their award to and filed with the Secretary of the Interior within 
sixty days from the completion thereof ; and a majority of said referees 
shall be competent to act in case of the absence of a member, after due 
notice. , And upon the failure of either party to make such appoint- 
ment within thirty days after the appointment made by the President, 
the vacancy shall be filled by the district judge of the court held at 
Wichita, Kansas, or the district court for the northern, district of 
Texas 4 , upon the application of the other party. The chairman of said 
board shall appoint the time and place for all hearings, within the na- 
tion to which such occupant belongs. Each of said referees shall re- 
ceive for his services the sum of four dollars per day for eaeh day they 
are engaged in the trial of any case submitted to them under this act, 
with mileage at five cents per mile. Witnesses shall receive the usual 
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fees allowed by the courts of said nations* Costs, including compensa- 
tion of tbe referees, shall be made a part of the award, and be paid by 
such railroad company. In case the referees cannot agree, then any 
two of them are authorized to make the award. Either party being 
dissatisfied with the finding of the referees shall have the right, within 
ninety days after the making of the award and notice of tfre same, to 
appeal by original petition to the district court held at Wichita, Kansas, 
or the district court for the northern district of Texas, which court shall 
have jurisdiction to hear and determine the subject-matter of said peti- 
tion, according to the laws of the State in which the same shall be heard 
provided for determining the damage when property is taken for rail- 
road purposes. If upon the hearing of said appeal the judgment of the 
court shall be for a larger sum than the award of the referees, the eosts 
of said appeal shall be adjudged against tbe railroad company. Xf the 
judgment of the court shall be for the same sum as the award of the 
referees, then the costs shall be adjudged against the' appellant. If the 
judgment of the court shall be for a smaller sum than the award of the 
referees, then the costs shall be adjudged against the party claiming 
damages. When proceedings have been commenced in court, the rail- 
way company shall pay double the amount of the award into court to 
abide the judgment thereof, and then have the right to enter upon the 
property sought to be condemned and proceed with the construction of 
the railroad. 

Sec. 4. That said railroad company shall not charge the inhabitants 
of said Territory a. greater rate of freight than the rate authorized by 
the laws of the State of Texas for services or transportation of the same 
kind : Provided, That passenger rates on said railway shall not exceed 
three cents per mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to regulate 
the charges for freight and passengers on said railway, and messages 
on said telegraph and telephone lines, until a State government or gov- 
ernments shall exist in said Territory within the limits of which said 
railway, or a part thereof, shall be located ; and then such State gov- 
ernment or governments shall be authorized to fix and regulate tbe cost 
of transportation of persons and freights within 1 their respective limits 
by said railway; but Congress expressly reserves the right to fix and 
regulate at all times the cost of such transportation by said railway or 
said company whenever such transportation shall extend from one State 
into another, or shall extend into more than one State: Provided* how- 
ever. That the rate of such transportation of passengers, local or inter- 
State, Bhall not exceed the rate above expressed : And provided further. 
That said railway company shall carry the mail at such prices as Con- 
gress may by law provide ; and until such rate is fixed by law the 
Postmaster-General may fix the rate of compensation. 
. Sec. 5. That said railway company shall pay to the Secretary of the 
Interior, for the benefit of the particular nations or tribes through whose 
lands said line may be located, the sum of fifty dollars, in addition to 
compensation provided for in this act for property taken and damages 
done to individual occupants by the construction of the railway, for 
each mile of railway that it may construct in said Territory, said pay- 
ments to be made in installments of five hundred dollars as each ten 
miles of road is, graded : Provided, That if the general council of either 
of the nations or tribes through whose lands said railway may be located 
shall, within four months after the filing of maps of definite location as 
set forth in section six of this act, dissent from the allowances provided 
for in this section, and shall certify the same to the Secretary of the 
Interior, then all compensation to be paid to such dissenting nation or 
tribe under the provisions of this act shall be determined as provided 
in section three for the determination of the compensation to be paid 
to the individual occupant of lands, with the right of appeal to the 
courts upon the same terms, conditions, and requirements 1 as therein 
provided: Provided further. That the amount awarded or adjudged to 
be paid by said railway company for said dissenting nation or tribe shall

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Hospital Corps of the 
United States Army shall consist of hospital stewards, acting hospital 
stewards, and privates y and all necessary hospital services in garrison, 
camp, or field (including ambulance service) shall be performed by the 
members thereof, who shall be regularly enlisted in the military service ; 
said Corps shall be permanently attached to the Medical Department, 
and shall not be included in the effective strength of the Army nor 
counted as a part of the enlisted force provided by law. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War is empowered to appoint as many 
'lospital stewards as, in his judgment, the service may require; but 
not more than one hospital steward shall be stationed at any post or 
place without special authority of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 3. That the pay of hospital stewards snail be forty-five dollars 
per month, with the increase on account of length of service as is now 
or may hereafter be allowed by law to other enlisted men. They shall 
have rank with ordnance-sergeants and be entitled to all the allowances 
appertaining to that grade. 

Sec. 4. That no person shall be appointed a hospital steward unless he 
shall have passed a satisfactor^examinationbefore aboard of one or more 
medical officers as to his qualifications for the position, and demonstrated 
his fitness therefor by service 6f not less than twelve months as acting 
hospital steward; and no person shall be designated for such examina- 
tion except by written authority of the Surgeon-General. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of War is empowered to enlist, or cause 
;o be enlisted, as many privates of the Hospital Corps as the service 
nay require, and to limit or fix the number, and make such regulations 
for their government as may be necessary $ and any enlisted man in the 
Army shall be eligible for transfer to the Hospital Corps as a private. 
They shall perform duty as wardmasters', cooks, nurses, and attendants 
in hospitals, and as stretcher-bearers, litter-bearers, and ambulance at- 
tendants in the field, and such other duties as may by proper authority 
be required of them. 

Sec. 6. That the pay of privates of the Hospital Corps shall be 
thirteen dollars per month, with the increase on account of length of 
service as is now or may hereafter be allowed by law to other enlisted 
men; they shall be entitled to the same allowances as a corporal of the 
arm of service with which on duty. 

Sec. 7. That priV&ttes of the Hospital Corps may be detailed as acting 
hospital stewards by^he Secretary of War, upon the recommendation of 
the Surgeon-General, "whenever the necessities of the service require it; 
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and while so detailed their pay shall be twenty-five dollars per month, 
with increase as above stated. Acting hospital stewards, when edu- 
cated in the duties of the position, may be eligible for examination for 
appointment as hospital stewards as above provided.

Agricultural ex- States of America in Congress assembled, That in order to aid in acquir- 
perimeut stations, iug and diffusing among the people of the United States useful and 

practical .information on subjects connected with agriculture, and to 
promote scientific investigation and experiment respecting the princi- 
ples and applications of agricultural science, there shall be established, 
under direction of the college or colleges or agricultural department of 
colleges in each State or Territory established, or which may hereafter 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of an act approved 
Vol. 12, p. £06, July second, eighteen hundred and sixty- two, entitled "An act donat- 
ing public lands to the several States and Territories which may pro- 
vide colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the mechanic arts," or 
any of the supplements to said act, a department to be known and des- 
rravito. ignated as an " agricultural experiment station : " Provided f That iR 

Division uf ap- any State or Territory in which two such colleges have been or may be 
propnation. so established the appropriation hereinafter made to such State or 

Territory shall be equally divided between such colleges, unless the 
legislature of such State or Territory shall otherwise direct. 
Scope of research- Sec. 2. That it shall be the object and duty of said experiment star 
es * tions to conduct original researches or verify experiments on the physi- 

ology of plants and animals j the diseases to which they are severally 
subject, with the remedies for the same ; the chemical composition of 
useful plants at their different stages of growth; the comparative ad- 
vantages of rotative cropping as pursued under a varying series of 
crops ; the capacity of new plants or trees for acclimation; the analysis 
of soils and water.; the chemical com position of manures, natural or 
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artificial, with experiments designed to test their comparative effects 
on crops of different kinds; the adaptation ana Value of grasses and 
forage plants; the composition and digestibility of the different kintte 
of food for domestic animals ; the scientific and economic questions in- 
volved in theproduction of butter and cheese; uud such: other researches 
orexperiments bearing directly on the agricultural industry of the United 
States as may in each case be deemed advisable, haying due regard to 
the Varying conditions and needs of the respective States or territories. 

Sec. 3. That in order to secure, as far as practicable, uniformity , of 
methods and results in the work Of said stations, it shall be the duty 
of the United States Commissioner of Agriculture to furnish forms, as 
far as practicable, for the tabulation of results of investigation or ex- 
periments; to indicate, from time to time, such lines of inquiry as to 
him shall seem most important; amf, in general, to furnish such advice 
and assistance as will best promote the purposes of this act. It shall 
be the duty of each of said* stations, annually, on or before the first day 
of February, to make to the governor of the State or Territory in which 
it is located a. full and detailed report of its operations, including a 
statement of receipts and expenditures, a copy of which report shall be 
sent to each of said stations, to the said Commissioner of Agriculture, 
and to the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, 

Seo. 4. That bulletins or reports of progress shall be published, at 
said stations at least once in three months, one copy of which shall be 
sent to each newspaper in the States or Territories in which they are 
respectively located, and to such individuals actually engaged in farm- 
ing as may request the same, and as far as the means of the station will 
permit. Such bulletins or reports and the annual reports of said sta- 
tions shall be transmitted in the mails of the United States free of 
charge for postage, under such regulations as the Postmaster- General 
may from time to time prescribe. 

Seo. 5. That for the purpose of paying the necessary expenses of con- 
ducting investigations and experiments and printing and distributing 
the results as hereinbefore prescribed, the sum of fifteen thousand dol- 
lars per annum is hereby appropriated to each State, to be specially 
provided for by Congress in the appropriations from year to year, and 
to each Territory entitled under the provisions of section eight of this 
act, out of any money in the Treasury proceeding from the sales of pub- 
lic lands, to be paid in equal quarterly payments, on the first day of 
January, April, July, aud October in each year, to the treasurer or 
other officer duly appointed by the governing boards of said colleges 
to receive the same, the first payment to be made on the first day of 
October, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven : Provided, however. That 
out of the first annual appropriation so received by any station an 
amount not exceeding one-fifth may be expended in the erection, en- 
largement, or repair of a building or buildings necessary tor carrying 
on the work of such station j and thereafter an amount not exceeding 
five per centum of sucu annual appropriation may be so expended.

The counties of Peoria, Stark, Henry, Eock Island, Mercer,.Henderson, 
Warren, Knox, McDonougb, Fulton, Putnam, Marshall, Woodford, 
Tazewell, Livingston, and Iroquois shall constitute the southern divis- 
ion of said northern district of Illinois, the courts for which shall be 
held at the city of Peoria.

As soon as the testimony in any case is 
printed the clerk shall forward by mail, if desired, two copies thereof 
to the contestant and the same number to the contestee ; and shall no- 
tify. the contestant to file with the clerk, within 'thirty days, a brief of Contestant's 
the facts and the authorities relied on to establish his case. The clerk hrief - 
shall forward by mail two copies of the contestants' briof to the con- 
testee, with like notice. 

" Upon receipt of the contestee's brief the clerk shall forward two Contested brief, 
copies thereof to the contestant, who may, if he desires, reply to new- 
matter in the contestee's brief within like time. All briefs "shall be 
printed at the expense of the parties respectively, and shall be of like 
folio as the printed record ; and sixty copies thereof shall be filed with 
the clerk for the use of the committee on Elections."

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CHAP. 319. — Au act to graufc the right of way through the Indian Territory to the 
Chicago, Kansas and Nebraska Railway, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That tbe Chicago, Kansas ami 
Nebraska Railway Company, a corporation created under and by virtue 
of the laws of tbe State of Kansas, be, and the same is hereby, invested 
ami empowered with the right of locating, constructing, owning, equip* 
ping, operating, using,' and maintaining a railway and telegraph and 
telephone line through the Indian Territory, beginning at a point- on the 
northern line of said Territory at or near the south line of the State of 
Kausas crossed by the one hundred and first meridian, thence in a south- 
westerly direction by the most practicable route toward El Paso, New 
Mexico, and also beginning at a point on the south line of the State of 
Kansas near the city of Caldwell, in Sumner County, thence running 
on the most practicable route to or near Fort Reno, and from thence in 
a southerly direction to the south line of the Indian Territory in the di- 
rection of Galveston, Texas, and also in a southwesterly direction to the 
south line of said Territory in the direction of Cisco, in the State of 
Texas, with the right to construct, use and maintain such tracks, turn- 
outs, siditigs, and extensions/ as said company may deem it to their 
interest to construct along and upon the right of way and depot grounds 
hereby granted. 

Sec* 2. That said corporation is authorized to take and use for all 
purposes of a railway* and for no other purpose, a right of way one hun- 
dred feet in width through said Indian Territory, and to take and use a 
strip of laud two hundred feet in width, with a length of three thousand 
feet, in addition to right of way, for stations, for every ten miles of road, 
with the right to use such additional ground where there are heavy cuts 
or fills, as may be necessary for the construction and maintenance of 
the road-bed, not exceeding one hundred feet in width on each sidex>f 
said right of way, or as much thereof as may be included in said cut or 
till: Provided, That no more than said addition of land shall be taken 
for any one station : Provided further, That no part of the lands herein 
authorized to be taken shall be leased or sold by the company, and they 
shall not be used except in such manner and for such purposes only as 
shall be necessary for the construction and convenient operation of said 
railroad, telegraph, and telephone lines ; and when any portion thereof 
shall cease to be so used, such portion shall revert to the nation or tribe 
of Indians from which the same shall have been taken. 

Sec. 3. That before said railway shall be constructed through any 
lands held by individual occupants according to the laws, customs, and 
usages of any of the Indian nations or tribes through which it may be 
constructed, full compensation shall be made to such occupants for all 
property to be taken or damage done by reason of the construction of 
such railway. In case of failure to make amicable settlement with any 
occupant, such compensation shall be determined by the appraisement 
of three disinterested referees, to be -appointed one (who shall act 
as chairman) by the President, one by the chief of the nation to which 
said occupant belongs, and one by said railroad company, who, before 
entering upon the duties of their appointment, shall take and subscribe, 
before a district judge, clerk of a district court, or United States com- 
missioner, an oath that they will faithfully and impartially discharge 
tbe duties of their appointment, which oath, duly certified, shall be re- 
turned with their award to and filed with the Secretary of the Interior 
within sixty days from the completion thereof : and a majority of said 
referees shall be competent to act in case of the absence of a member, 
after due notice. And upon the failure of either party to make such 
appointment within thirty days after tbe appointment made by the 
President, the vacancy shall be filled by the district judge of the court 
for the western district of Arkansas or the district of Kansas, upon the 
application of the other party. The chairman of said board shall ap- 
point the time and place for all hearings, within the nation to which 
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such occupant belongs. Each of said referees shall receive for his 
services the sum of four dollars per day for each day they are engaged 
in the trial of any case submitted to them uuder this act, with mileage 
at five cents per mile. Witnesses shall receive the usual fees allowed 
by the courts of said nations. Costs, including compensation of the 
referees, shall be made a part of the award, and be paid by such rail- 
road company. In case the referees cannot agree, then any two of 
them are authorized to make the award. Either party being dissatis- 
fied with, the finding of the referees shall have the right, within ninety 
days after the making of the award and notice of the same, to appeal by 
origiual petition to the district court for the western district of Arkan- 
sas or the district of Kansas, which courts shall have jurisdiction to 
hear and determine the subject-matter of said petition, according to the 
laws of the State in which the same shall be heard provided for deter- 
mining the damage when property is taken for railroad purposes. If 
upon the hearing of said appeal the judgment of the court shall be for 
a larger sum than the award of the referees, the cost of said appeal 
shall be adjudged against the railroad company. If the judgment of the 
court shall be for the same sum as the award of the referees, then the 
costs shall be adjudged against the appellant. If the judgment of the 
court shall be for a smaller sum than the award of the referees, then 
the costs shall be adjudged against the party claiming damages. When 
proceedings have been commenced in court, the railway company shall 
pay double the amount of the award into court to abide the judgment 
thereof, and then have the right to enter upon the property sought to 
be condemned and proceed with the construction ot the railroad. 

S£C. 4. That said railroad company shall not charge the. inhabitants 
of said Territory a greater rate of freight than the rate authorized by 
the laws of the State of Kansas for services or transportation of the 
same kind: Provided, That passenger rates on said railway shall not 
exceed three cents per mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to 
regulate the charges for freight and passengers on said railway and 
messages on said telegraph and telephone lines, until a State govern- 
ment or governments shall exist in said Territory within the limits of 
which said railway, or a part thereof, shall be located ; and then such 
State government or governments shall be authorized to fix and regu- 
late the cost of transportation of persons and freights within their re- 
spective limits by said railway but Congress expressly reserves the 
right fix and regulate at all times the cost of such transportation by said 
railway or said company whenever such transportation shall extend from 
one State into another, or shall extend into more than one State: Pro- 
vided, however, That the rate of such transportation of passengers, local 
or inter-State, shall not exceed the rate above expressed: And provided 
further, That said railway company shall carry the mail at such' prices 
as Congress may by law provide ; and until such rate is fixed by law 
the Postmaster-General ma^ fix the rate of compensation. 

Sec. 5. That said railway company shall pay to the Secretary of the 
Interior, for the benefit of the particular nations or tribes through 
whose lands said main line and branches may be located, the sum of 
fifty dollars, in addition to compensation provided for in this act for

That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby authorized to use the 
money which has been or may hereafter be covered into the Treasury 
under the provisions of the act approved March third, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-three, and which is carried on the books of that Department 
under the caption of "Indian moneys, proceeds of labor," for the bene- 
fit of the several tribes on whose account said money was covered in, 
in such way and for such purposes as in his discretion he may think 
best, and shall make annually a detailed report thereof to Congress. 

To enable the Secretary of the Interior to employ practical farmers, 
in addition to the agency farmers now employed, at wages not exceed- 
ing seventy- five dollars each per month, to superintend and direct farm- 
ing among such Indians as are making effort for -self-support, forty 
thousand dollars ; and no person shall be^employed as such farmer who 
has not been for at least five years previous to such employment practi- 
cally engaged in the occupation of farming. 

Pay of Indian police: For the service of not exceeding seven hundred 
privates, at eight dollars per month each, and not exceeding seventy 
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officers, at ten dollars per month eacb, of Indian police, to be employed 
in maintaining order 'ami prohibiting illegal traffic in liquor on the 
several Indian reservations, and within the Territory of Alaska, in 
the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, and for the purchase of 
equipments and rations for policemen of n on -ration agencies, ninety 
thousand dollars. 

That immediately upon and after the passage of this act any Indians 
committing against the person of any Indian policeman appointed un- 
der the laws of the United States, or auy Indian United States deputy 
marshal, while lawfully engaged in the execution of any United States 
process, or lawfully engaged in any other duty imposed upon such police- 
man or marshal by the laws of the United States, any of the following 
crimes, namely, murder, manslaughter, or assault with intent to kill, 
within the Indian Territory, shall be subject to the laws of the United 
States relating to such crimes, and shall be tried by the district court of 
the United States exercising criminal jurisdiction where said offense 
was committed, and shall be subject to the same penalties as are all 
other persons charged, with the commission of said crimes, respectively; 
and the said courts are hereby given jurisdiction in all such cases. 

For pure vaccine matter and vaccination of Indians, one thousand 
dollars. 

Telegraphing and making purchases of Indian supplies : To pay the 
expenses of purchasing goods and supplies for the Indian service, in- 
cluding rent of warehouses and pay of necessary employees; advertis- 
ing, at rates not exceeding regular commercial rates; inspection and all 
other expenses connected therewith, including telegraphing, forty 
thousand dollars. 

Transportation of Indian supplies: For this amount, for necessary 
expenses of transportation of such goods, provisions, and other articles 
for the various tribes of Indians provided for by this act, including pay 
and expenses of transportation agents, two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. 

For survey and subdivision of Indian reservations and of lands to be 
allotted to Indians, and to make allotments in severalty, to be expended 
by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, thirty -five thousand dollars; of which sum fifteen 
thousand dollars may be used to carry out the provisions of section three 
of the act approved February eighth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
seven, entitled "An act to provide for the allotment of lands in severalty 
to Indians on the various reservations, and to extend the protection of 
the laws of the United States and the Territories over the Indians, and 
for other purposes."

portation from or support of Indian pupils or children off their reser- 
vations, respectively, if removed without the free consent of their 
parents or those standing in that relation to them by their tribal laws 
respectively.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Mouse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the assent of Congress is 
hereby given to the Crookston Southwestern Eailroad Company, a cor- 
poration existing under the laws of the State of Minnesota, and to its 
successors and assigns, to construct and maiutain a pivot draw-bridge, 
and approaches thereto, across the Bed River of the North, between 
the State of Minnesota and the Territory of Dakota, at such point on 
said river, on the boundary-line between Polk County, in the Sta'te of 
Minnesota, and the Territory of Dakota, as may accommodate the lines 
of railroad which said corporation may build to said point. Said bridge 
shall be constructed to provide for the passage of railway trains, and, 
at the option of the said corporation, may be used for the passage of 
wagons and vehicles of all kinds, for the transit of animals, and for 
foot-passengers, for reasonable rates or tolls to be fixed by the Secre- 
tary of War ; and the Secretary of War shall have the right, from time 
to time, to revise such rates or tolls. 

Sec. 2, That any bridge built under this act shall be constructed as a 
pivot draw-bridge, with a draw over the main channel at an accessible 
and the best navigable point, and with spans giving a clear water-way, 
measured at the lowest stage of water known at the locality, of not less 
than eighty feet in the clear on each side of the central or pivot pier of 
the draw ; and provision shall be made in the height of the bridge, and 
in the location and construction of abutments and approaches, to allow 
the free passage of flood- water; and the piers of said bridge shall be 
parallel to and the bridge itself at right angles to the current of said 
river : Provided, That said draw shall be opened promptly upon reason- 
able signal for the passage of boats and other water-craft, except when 
trains are passing over said draw; but in no case shall unnecessary 
delay occur in opening the said draw during or after the passage of 
trains; and said corporation shall maintain, at its own expense, from 
sunset to sunrise, such lights or other signals on said bridge as the 
Light-House Board shall prescribe. The said bridge shall be located 
and built under and subject to such regulations for the security of the 
navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall prescribe; and 
said corporation shall provide, at its own expense, such sheer-booms, 
guide-piers, or other device as may be necessary to facilitate the safe 
passage of boats or other water-craft through the spans of said bridge; 
and to secure that object the said company shall submit to the Secre- 
tary of War, for his examination and approval, a design and drawings 
of said bridge, and a map of the location, giving, for the space of one 
mile below and one mile above the proposed location, the topography 
of the banks of tue river, the shore-lines at high and low water, the 
direction and strength of the current at all stages, and the soundings, 
accurately showing the bed and channel of the stream, and shall furnish 
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«uch other information as shall be required for a full and satisfactory 
understanding of the subject; and until the said location and plan of 
the bridge hereby authorized to be constructed are approved by the 
Secretary of War the said bridge shall not be built; and should any 
■change be made in the plan of such bridge during the progress of con- 
struction thereof, such change shall be subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of "War; and in case of any litigation arising from the ob- 
struction or alleged obstruction caused by said bridge to the free navi- 
gation of said river, the cause may be tried before the circuit court of

Sec. 3. That all railroad companies desiring the use of the bridge 
-constructed under this act shall have and be entitled to equal rights 
and privileges relative to the passage of railway trains, cars, and loco- 
motives over the same, and over the approaches thereto, upon the pay- 
ment of a reasonable compensation for such use, to be fixed by the 
Secretary of War, in ease the owner or owners of the said bridge and 
the several railroad companies, or any of them desiring such use, shall 
fail to agree upon the sum or sums to be paid; and the Secretary of 
War shall prescribe the rules and conditions to which each shall con- 
form in using said bridge, and all matters of difference between them

or for through railway passengers or freight passing over said bridge, 
than the rate per mile for their transmission over the railroads leading 
to said bridge ; and the United States shall have the right of way across 
said bridge and its approaches for postal -telegraph purposes. 

Sec. 5. That the right to alter, amend, or repeal this act, so as to 
prevent or remove all material and. substantial obstructions to the navi- 
gation of said river by the construction of the said bridge, is hereby 
-expressly reserved; and any alterations or changes that maybe re- 
quired by Congress in the bridge constructed under this act shall be 
made by the corporation owning or controlling the same, at its own ex- 
pense; and if said bridge shall not be finished within two years from 
the passage of this act, the rights and privileges hereby granted -shall 
be null and void.

purposes. 

Commission to Be it enacted by the Senate and Souse of Representatives of the United 
investigate books, States of America in Congress assembled, That the President of the United 
roals certaiD ~ States, be, and he is hereby, authorized to appoint three commissioners, 
Compensation, whose compensation shall be seven hundred and fifty dollars per month 
etc. ' to each, and the necessary traveling expenses and board bills, for which 

proper vouchers shall be returned, to be approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior ; and said commission may appoint a stenographer, if neces- 
sary, and fix his compensation ; and the persons appointed on the said 
commission shall have power to examine all books, papers, and methods 
of the companies hereinafter named, employ experts if necessary; and 
they shall at all times be under the immediate -direction and control of 
the President of the United States, and may at any time be reinoved 
by him in his discretion. The term of office of said commissioners shall 
not extend beyond the beginning of the next session of the Senate. 

If the Senate shall be convened after the fourth day df March, eigh- 
teen hundred and eighty-seven and before the first of December in said 
year and the duties of the said commissioners shall not then be com- 
pleted, the President shall *by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate appoint three commissioners who shall perform and complete 
the duties prescribed in this act within the time therein specified. 

Sec. 2. That the duty of said commission shall be to examine into the 
working and financial management of all of the railroads that have re- 
ceived aid from the Government in bonds; to ascertain whether they 
have observed all the obligations imposed upon them by the laws of the 
United States under which they received such aid, or which have been 
since passed in reference thereto, and complied with all other obliga- 
tions to the United States ; and whether their books and accounts are 
or have been so kept as to show the net earnings of the aided roads, 
and what said books and accounts actually show in regard thereto, and 
what have been in fact said net earnings; or whether there has been a 
diversion of earnings of aided roads to less productive branches, through 
constructive mileage allowances, or average mileage allowances* between 
aided and non-aided roads or parts of roads, or otherwise, and also 
whether such system of constructive mileage allowances is fair and usual, 
and in practical operation has resulted adversely or otherwise to the 
aided roads and the interest of the United States; or whether there has 
been a diversion of earnings of aided roads to wrongful or improper 
purposes, and, if so, to what extent ; whether there is a discrimination 
of rates in favor of unaided against aided roads ; whether any, and, if so, 
how much, money is due and owing to the United States on account of mis- 
taken or erroneous accounts, reports, or settlements made by said roads; 
whether any traffic or business which could or should be done on the aided 
lines of said companies has been diverted to the lines of any other com- 
pany or to non-aided lines, and what amounts have been deducted from 
the gross earnings of any of said aided railroad companies, by their gen- 
eral freight and passenger agents or auditors, by way of rebate, percent.

inquire into, ascertain,' and report as to the kind, character, and amount 
of the assets of said companies, and what assets of each company are now 
subject to the lien of the Government, and the value thereof; and also 
whether any dividends have been unlawfully declared by tne directors 
or paid to the stockholders of said companies, and, if so, to what ex- 
tent, and whether the amount thereof may not be recovered from the 
directors unlawfully declaring the same or persons who have unlawfully 
received the same ; whether the proceeds of any trust funds or lands 
loaned, advanced, or granted have been diverted from their lawful use; 
whether any new stock or bonds have been issued or any guarantees or 
pledges made contrary to or without authority of law; whether any of 
the directors, officers, or employees of said companies respectively have 
been or are now directly or indirectly interested, and to what amount 
or extent, in any other railroad, -steamship, telegraph, express, mining, 
construction, or other business company or corporation, and with which 
any agreements, undertakings, or leases have been made or entered into; 
what amounts of money or credit have been or are now loaned by any 
of said companies to any person or corporation; what amounts of 
money or credit have been or are now borrowed by any of said compa- 
nies, giving names of lenders and the purposes for which said sums 
have been or are now required; what amounts of money or other val- 
uable consideration, such as stocks, bonds, passes, and so forth, have 
been expended or paid oat by said companies, whether for lawful or un- 
lawful purposes, but for which sufficient and detailed vouchers have 
not been given or filed with the records of said companies ; and, farther, 
to enquire and report whether said companies, or either of them, or 
their officers or agents, have paid any money or other valuable consid- 
eration, or done any other act or thing, for the purpose of influencing 
legislation; and to investigate and report all the facts relating tp an 
alleged consolidation of the Union Pacific Railroad Company, the JJan- Consolidation of 
sas Pacific Railway Company, and the Denver Pacific Railway and Tele- Union Pacific, 
graph Company into an alleged corporation known as the Union Pacific Ka flsas Pacific 
Railway Company. Said investigation shall include the alleged sale of ^i l wl e y Com- 
the stock of the Kansas Pacific Railroad Company to the Union Pacific panies. 
Railroad Company, and all the circumstances and particulars pertain- 
ing to said alleged sale, and whether any of the Pacific railroad corpo- 
rations which obtained bonds from the United States to aid in the con- 
struction of their railroads have expended any of their moneys or other 
assets in the construction, or to aid in the construction, of other rail- 
roads, or invested of their moneys or other assets in the stocks or bonds 
of any manufacturing, mining, and commercial companies or corpora- 
tions, or of other railroad corporations; and if any such expenditures 
or investments have been made, the extent and character thereof made 
by each of said corporations shall be inquired into, and also the present 
interest of any of said corporations in the railroads auxiliary to their 
respective railroads. 

And said commission shall also ascertain and report the names of all Names of etock- 
the stockholders in each of said companies, from its organization to the holders, etc., to be 
date of the investigation herein provided for, as they appear on the re P orted - 
books of said companies at the date of its annual meeting in each year; 
the amount of stock held by each ; what consideration, if any, was paid 
by each stockholder to said company for his stock, and when and in 
what property such payment was made ; the date when each stock- 
holder so appearing on the books became such ; and whether stock is 
now held or has heretofore been held in the name of any person in trust 
or for the benefit of > any other, and the names of all -such persons ; the 
total amount of the stock in each company, and the dates and amount of 
any iacreaisfe of such stock, and the reason for such increase ; and the 
amount of the annual salaries or 'compensation that are now or at any 
prior time have been paid to any ofScer or employee of said company,

when such salary or compensation amounts to five thousand dollars or 
more per annum, and the names of the persons now receiving or who 
have heretofore received such salaries or compensation, and all bonuses 
or donations which may have been given or paid to any such person ; 
and all payments made under the head of legal expenses, to whom 
made, and the amount paid to each, and for what specific services such 
payments were made. 

Said commission shall also inquire into and report upon the relations 
of said railroads to the interests of the communities through which they 
pass; to all questions concerning the payment of taxes, especially upon 
lands granted by Congress, and the delay of said companies in taking 
out patents for such lands ; the rates of fare and freight charged, dis- 
criminations, differentials, pools,.and other devices, and the facilities 
and accommodations furnished to the patrons of such roads ; and theii 
report shall embrace a consideration of the interests and rights of said 
communities as affected by whatever plan of settlement or payment of 
the existing debt may be proposed. 

Said commissioners shall also consider and report whether the inter- 
ests of the United States require any extension of the time for perform- 
ance of the obligations to the United States of said companies, or any 
of them, and the facts and circumstances upon which said opinion is 
based, including the security held by the United States for the per- 
formance of such obligations, and the value thereof, and the value of 
the property of such companies, and either of them, not included in such 
security, and what further security it is expedient that said companies 
shall be required to give 5 and if, in their opinion, such extension shall be 
required by the interests of thellnited States, they shallsubmit a scheme 
for such extension, which shall secure to the United States full payment of 
all debts due them from said companies, with a reasonable rate of inter- 
est, in such time as the commissioners shall propose, having due regard 
to the financial ability of said companies and the proper conduct of their 
business in such manner as shall afford efficient service to the public. 

And the said commission shall report in full in regard to all such 
matters aforesaid, and in regard to any other matters which may be 
ascertained or come to their knowledge in regard to said companies 
respectively, on or before December first, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
seven, to the President of the United States, who shall forward said 
report to Congress, with such recommendations or comments as he may 
see fit to make in the premises. 

The commissioners shall also ascertain the average cost per annum 
of Government transportation in the region now traversed by the Pacific 
railroads between the year eighteen hundred and fifty and the completion 
of said roads, and also the average cost per annum since such completion, 
and what additional facilities have been furnished to the Government 
and the people by said roads; also to euquire what discount the Pacific 
Railroad and its several branches were forced to make, in disposing of 
the bonds guaranteed by the Government, to obtain the gold coin which 
was the currency of the country through which the greater part of said 
roads pass ; also to ascertain the comparative cost of construction of said 
roads as compared with what they would have cost with the prices of 
labor and commodities prevailing five years preceding or five years sub- 
Relations to the sequent to the completion of said roads; also to enquire whether or not 
Government. the Pacific Railroad was completed in less time than was allowed by 

law, and, if so, how much less time, and if the United States was bene- 
fitted thereby; also to enquire if either of the Pacific railroad companies 
have been embarrassed and their earning capacity impaired by antag- 
onistic local or State legislation; also to enquire if the United States, 
since the Union and Central Pacific Railroad Companies accepted the 
terms proposed by Congress for the construction of the Pacific Railroad, 
has granted aid in lands for building competing parallel railroads to said 
Pacific railroads, and, if so,howmany such roads, and to whatextentsuch 
competing lines have impaired the earning capacity of the Pacific rail- 
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roads ; also to enquire if tbe United States have contracts with branch 
roads controlled by either of said Pacific roads for carrying United 
States mails, and, if so, what service has been performed by them, and 
what money, if any, has been paid for such service, and what remains 
due and unpaid, and if the United States by failing" to pay for such mail 
services has embarrassed 'said railroad companies, or either of them,- in 
paying their indebtedness to the United States; also to enquire if the 
several Pacific railroad companies have complied with the provisions 
of "An act to alter and amend the act entitled 'An act to aid in the 
construction of a railroad and telegraph line from the Missouri Eiver to 
the Pacific Ocean, and to secure to the Government the use of the same 
for postal, military, and other purposes/ approved July first, eighteen Vol. 12, p. 489. 
hundred and sixty-two, and also to alter and amend the act-of Congress Vol. 13, p. 356. 
approved July second, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, in amendment Vol. 20, p. 56. 
of said first-named act," commonly known as the Thurman act, and, if 
not, in what particulars they have failed to comply ; also to enquire 
what sums the Pacific railroads and their branches can severally pay 
annually on account of their indebtedness to the United States without 
imposing such burdens upon the people, and particularly upon the local- 
ities through which the roads pass, as to retard the development of the 
country. 

That the commissioners hereby created, or either of them, shall have Power to send 
power to require the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the pro- for persons and 
duction of all books, papers, contracts, agreements, and documents relat- P a ^ er8 - 
ingto the matter under investigation, and to administer oaths; aud to 
that end may invoke the aid of any court of the United States in requiring 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of books, 
papers, and documents under the provisions of £his section. Any of 
the circuit or district courts of the United States within the jurisdiction United States 
of which such inquiry is carried on may, in case of contumacy or refusal courts to punish 
to obey a subpoena issued to any person, issue an order requiring any couturaac y- 
such person to appear before said commissioners, or either of them, as 
the case may be, and produce books and papers if so ordered, and give 
evidence touching the matter in question; and any failure to obey such 
order of the court may be punished by such court as a contempt 
thereof. 

The claim that any such testimony or evidence may tend to criminate Evidence, 
the person giving such evidence, shall not excuse such witness from 
testifying ; but such evidence or testimony shall not be used against 
such person on the trial of any criminal proceeding. 

Sec. 3. That the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, or so much Appropriation, 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury of the United States not otherwise appropriated, for 
the purposes of this investigation. 

Sec. 4. That whenever, in the opinion of the President, it shall be Subrogation of 
deemed necessary to the protection of the interests and the preservation United States to 
of the security of the United States in respect of its lien, mortgage, or P rior Ueils ' et c. 
other interest in any of the property of any or all of the several com- 
panies upon which a lien, mortgage, or other incumbrance paramount 
to the right, title, or interest of the United States for the same property,

CHAP. 349. — An act to authorize the construction of abridge across the Missouri 
River at the most accessible point between the City of Kansas and the town of Sibley, 
in the county of Jackson and State of Missouri. 

* 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Mouse of Bepresentatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Chicago, Kansas City 
and Texas Railway Company, a corporation duly created and existing 
under the laws of the State of Missouri, its successors and assigns, be, 
and they are hereby, authorized to construct and maintain a bridge, 
and approaches thereto, over the Missouri Biver at the most accessible 
point, to be selected by it or them, between the City of Kansas and the 
town of Sibley, in the county of Jackson and State of Missouri. Said 
bridge shall be constructed to provide for the passage of railway trains, 
and free passage shall be accorded to wagons and vehicles of all kinds, 
and for the transit of animals and for foot-passengers, under such rea- 
sonable ruies and regulations as may be prescribed by said corporations, 
its successors or assigns, and be approved from time to time by the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 2. That any bridge built under this act and subject to its limit- 
ations shall be a lawful structure, and shall be recognized and known 
as a post-route, upon which also no higher charge shall be made for the 
transmission over the same of the mails, the troops, and the munitions 
of war of the United States, or for passengers and freight passing over 
said bridge, than the rate per mile paid for the transportation over the 
railroad or public highways leading to the said bridge; and it shall en- 
joy the rights and privileges of other post-roads in the United States. 

Sec. 3. That if said bridge shall be made with unbroken and contin- 
uous spans, the spans thereof shall not be less than three hundred feet 
in length in the clear, and the main span shall be over the main chan- 
nel of the river; the lowest part of the superstructure of said bridge 
shall be at least fifty feet aboVe extreme high-water mark, as under- 
stood at the point of location, and the bridge shall be at right angles to 
and its piers parallel with the current of the river: Provided, That if 
the same shall be constructed as a draw-bridge, the draw or pivot shall 
be over the main channel of the river at an accessible and navigable 
point, and the spans shall not be less than three hundred feet in length 
in the clear, and the piers of said bridge shall be parallel with and the 
bridge itself at right angles to the current of the river, and the spans 
shall not be less than ten feet above extreme high-water mark, as un- 
derstood at the point of location, to the lowest part of the superstructure 
of said bridge : Provided also, That sauj draw shall be opened promptly 
by said company upon reasonable signal for the passage of boats ; and 
said company or corporation shall maintain, at its own expense, from 
sunset till sunrise, such lights or other signals on said bridge as the 
Light-House Board shall prescribe. No bridgeshall beerected or main- 
tained under the authority of this act whieh shall at any time substan- 
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Free navigation tially or materially obstruct the free navigation of said river ; and if 
not to be obstruct- any bridge erected under such authority shall, in the opinion of the 
e<3 * Secretary of War, obstruct such navigation, he is hereby authorized to 

cause such change or alteration of said bridge to be made as will effect- 
ually obviate such obstruction ; and all such alterations shall be made 
and all such obstructions be removed at the expense of the owner or own- 
Litigation, ers of said bridge $ and in any case of litigation arising from any obstruc- 
tion or alleged obstruction to the free navigation of said river, caused 
or alleged to be caused by said bridge, the case may be brought in the 
district court of the United States of the State of Missouri in which any 
portion of said obstruction or bridge may be located : Provided further 
That nothing in this act shall be so construed as to repeal or modify any 
of the provisions of law now existing in reference to the protection of 
the navigation of rivers, or to exempt this bridge from the operation of 
the same. 

Secretary of War Sec 4. That any bridge authorized to be constructed under this act 
to approve plans, sna n oe built and located under and subject to such regulations for the 
6 c ' security of navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall pre- 

scribe j and to secure that object the said persons or corporation shall 
submit to the Secretary of War, for his examination and approval, a 
design and drawings of the bridge, and a map of the "location, giving, 
for the space of one mile above and one mile below the x>roposed loca 
tion, the topography of the banks of the river, the shore-lines at high 
and low water, the direction and strength of the currents at all stages, 
and the soundings, accurately showing the bed of the stream, the loca- 
tion of any other bridge or bridges, and shall furnish such other infor- 
mation as may be required for a full and satisfactory understanding of 
the subject; and until the said plan and location of the bridge are ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War the bridge shall not be built ; and 
should any change be made in the plan of said bridge during the prog- 
ress of construction, such change shall be subject to the approval of 
the Secretary of War. 
Other roads may Sec. 5 That all railroad companies desiring the use of said bridge 
use. shall have and be entitled to equal rights and privileges relative to the 

passage of railway trains or cars over the same, and over the approaches 
Compensation, thereto, upon payment of a reasonable compensation for such use; and

The site, and the building thereon, when completed accord- 
ing to plans and specifications to be previously made and approved by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, shall not exceed the cost of one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars; nor shall any site be purchased until esti- 
mates for the erection of a building which will furnish sufficient accom- 
modations for the transaction of the public business, and which shall 
not exceed in cost the balance of the sum herein limited after the site 
'shall have been purchased and paid for, shall have been approved by 
the Secretary of the Treasury ; and the site purchased shall leave the 
building unexposed to danger from fire in adjacent buildings by an open 
space of at least £fty feet, including streets and alleys ; and for the pur- 
poses herein mentioned the sum of one hunilred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars is hereby appropriated, out of any moneys in the Treasury not other- 
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wise appropriated, to be expended under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Treasury : Provided, That no part of said sum shall be expended Proviso.

State of the United States, or their or its successors or assigns, to con- 
struct and maintain a bridge and approaches theretooverthe Mississippi 
River at such point on said river at. or near Grand Tower., in the State of 
Illinois, and to lay on and over said bridge a railroad track or tracks for 
the more perfect connection of any railroad or railroads that are or shall 
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hereafter be constructed to the said river on either or both sides thereof, 
at or opposite said point, under the limitations and conditions hereinafter 
provided ; said bridge may also, at the option of the owners thereof, be 
so constructed as to be used for the passage of wagODS and vehicles of 
all kinds, for the transit of animals of all kinds, and for foot-passengers, 
for such reasonable rates of toll as may be approved by the Secretary of 
War.

County, South Carolina, known as the school-farms, now owned or held 
by the United States by virtue of the proceedings under the act enti- 
tled "An act for the collection of direct taxes in insurrectionary districts 
within the United States, and for other purposes," approved June 
seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and under acts supplementary 
thereto or upon the same subject-matter, may be redeemed and restored 
to sut;h persons as shall make application therefor to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, through the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, within 
one year from the passage of this act, and furnish satisfactory evidence 
that such person or applicant in each case was, at the time the United 
States acquired title thereto, the legal owner of such land, or the heir- 
at-law, or devisee (or grantee, in good faith and for a valuable considera- 
tion) of such legal owner $ but before such redemption shall be awarded 
and title restored on any such application and proof, such applicant 
shall pay into the Treasury of the United States the amount of tax, 
penalty, interest, and costs properly chargeable against the lands de- 
scribed in such application, together with the cost of advertising the 
sale of said lands: Provided, That if any such school-farm is only a

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, by a Proclamation of tbe President of the United States, Preamble 
dated the fourteenth day of February in the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, upon evidence then appearing satisfactory to him that the 
Government of Spain had abolished the discriminating customs duty 
theretofore imposed upon the products of, and articles proceeding from, 
the United States of America, imported into the IslandB of Cuba and 
Porto Bico such abolition to take effect on and after the first day of 
March of said year eighteen hundred and eighty- rour, and by virtue of 
the authority vested in Mm by section four thousand two hundred and 
twenty-eight of the Bevised Statutes of the United States, the Presi- 
dent did thereby declare and proclaim that on and after the said first 
day of March, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, so long as the products 
of, and articles proceeding from, tbe United States, imported into the 
Islands of Cuba and Porto Rico, should be exempt from discriminating 
customs duties, any such duties on the products of and articles proceed- 
ing from Cuba and Porto Rico under the Spanish flag should be sus- 
pended and discontinued: 

And whereas, by Article I. of the Commercial Agreement signed at 
Madrid the thirteenth day of February, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
four, it was stipulated and provided that " the duties of the third column 
of the customs tariffs of Cuba and Porto Bico, which implies the sup- 
pression of the differential flag duty " should at once be applied to the 
products of, and articles proceeding from the United States of America^ 

And whereas, the complete suppression of the differential flag duty in 
respect of all vessels of the United States and their cargoes entering the 
ports of Cuba and Porto Rico is, by the terms of the said Agreement ex- 
pressly made the consideration for the exercise of the authority conferred 
upon the President in respect of the suspension of the collection of for- 
eign discriminating duties of tonnage and imposts upon merchandise 
brought within the United States from Cuba and Porto Bico in Spanish 
vessels, by said section four thousand two hundred and twenty -eight of 
the Kevised Statutes- which section reads as follows:
